Itis good to know that 
there are 66 books in the Bi- 
ble. 39 in the old Testament 
and 27 in the new. It is good 
to know the shortest verse in 
the Bible and where the long- 
est one is; the longest and 
shortest chapters; the names 
of some of the writers. The 
history alone is worth our 
studying one hour each week. 

In the common day schools 
the children are taught mathe- 
matics, orthography, language 
reading, geography, history 
e.c., but in the Sunday school 
they are to be taught about 
the things of the Bible. It is 


common for children to spend: 


about 30 hours each week in 
our public shools and if there 
are no arrangements made 
tor the study of God’s Word 
on Sunday when will they 
get any knowledge of it? 
One hour a week is not 
much, but it is worth some- 
thing. Teaching the Book 
and its contents is the object 
of the Sunday school. 
Besides the direct teaching 
of the Word itself there are 
other things >f great impor- 
ance. The training or discip- 
line is no valueless factor in 
Sunday school. It is a kind 
of nursery or kindergarten 
for the church. Children are 
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taught to reverence the Holy 
Word. I have noticed older 
people who showed but little 
reverence to the Bible as it 
was being read. They had 
never been trained to sit 
quiet and listen carefully 
while the words of God were 
given out. Every child 
should be so trained that 
when any one picks up the 
Bible to read they will stop 
conversation or anything else 
they are engaged in. Obe- 
dience and_ submission is 
learned in a good Sunday 
school.
